>f what is paid in Bristol, and if Bnrl- 
ngton charged the same as Bristol, they 
would have Bold in tbe year 1905 between 
wenty and twenty-two 'thousand dollars 
worth of water, which would have left 
them a clear profit of from twelve to 
ionrteen thousand dollars. 


Another statement of Treasner Scott 


would be worthy of consideration, and 
that is the fear of the" Borongh being de- 
populated from high taxation. Ireasnr- 
>r Scott tells us that tbe good people of 
our neighboring olty et Burlington are 
iving in reasonable contentment and 
continuing to elect councils year after 
year who levy upon them taxes amount 
ing in the year 1905 to $2,86 on the one 
nundred dollars of the assessed vaulu- 
tion. This of course was Independent of 
any charge upon property holders or tax- 
ables for water purposes. The combined 
taxes paid by property holders in our bor- 
ough are as follows:

Now should the bond issue txi made for 


the proposed water works and filtration 
plant it nronld ba necessary to levy a 32 
cent tax, and the only other tax which 
won Id be possible lor tbe council to levy 
without a further vote of the people 
would .be to Increase tbe borough tax 
from 75 cents to $1.00 on the hundred 
dollars of assessed valuation. This in 
crease would require a two-thirds vote ol 
Oounoil, and were it put into effect am 
added to the 32 cent tax above men' 
tioned, it would make a total increase ol 
57 cents on tbe hundred dollars of as 
sessed valuation, and would lepresenl 
the limit of the taxing power ol council 
This tax added to the present taxes o 
$1.56 on the hundred dollars of assessed 
valuation would mike a total tax of 
$2.22 which wonla enable the people ot 
Bristol to enjoy the same character of 
public administration aa they now have, 
would give them filtered water and ade- 
quate fire protection for nothing and still 
have a tax rate of 63 cents on the hun- 
dred dollars of assessed valuation less 
than onr neighbors in Burlington pay 
for general purposes rod in addition 
they bave a water tax. The possibility 
aot any such increase in oar total tax 
rate now prevailing of $1.65 on the Hun- 
dred Dollars of assessed valuation is most 
unlinely a* all statistics show in a town 
of 8,000 people sufficient water Is con- 
sumed for domestic purposes, which if 
charged for at rates prevailing in neigh- 
boring communities would produce reve- 
nue sufficient to meet the interest and 
sinking fund charges on the bonds, to- 
gether with operating expenses, thns in 
thirty years the water system will be the 
property of the borough anincnmbered. 


The Method of Another Landlord. 
Editor Gazette:—I read^n last week's 


issue of tbe Gazette, an article signed by 
Joseph B, Grundy, in which he claims to 
have read a lease which was drawn up by 
one of tbe extensive property owners of 
Bristol, one of the provisions of which 
compels his tenants to agree to an in- 
crease of one dollar per month in rent, 
should the voters of the borongh decide 
in favor of ^Municipal Water Works at 
the coming election. Being somewhat in 
the same fix myself, only a great deal 
worse, I thought I would let the people of 
Iristol know my situation. 


My landlord, who is a stockholder -in 


ihe present water works, notified me a few 
days ago, that should the vorers decide 
n favor of tne Borough Water Workp, my 
rent on the first day of August would be 
ncreased from $9.00 to $12.00 per month. 


L presume tbe house is assessed for about 
5800.00. Slionld the borongh build its 
own water works, the special tax would oe 
abont 30 cents on the $1QO which would

mean| that my landlord would be obliged 
:-o pay an extra tax of $2.10 a year for 
say two years. While nothing definite 
can yet be said about the exact rates for 
water rents to be charged by the muni- 
cipal plant, yet It can be presumed that 
at the beginning, the first draw will not 
exceed a rental of $5.00. Ibis being the 
case my landlord's water rent would be 
reduced from $7.00 to $5.00, tbe house 
having one draw, which would be a sav- 
ing to him of $2.00 per year. Therefore, 
the actual cost to nim for tbe special tax 
wonld be the difference between $2.10 
and $2 00 which ariVoonts to 40 cents per 
year or 80 cents in tbe two years'. And 
because of this 80 cents increase in his 
expenses, be will make me pay $3.00 a 
month extra rent, ot $36.00 per year with 
a total nt $72.00 in the two years. 


But let n* look at it in another way. 


If the borough should levy the largest 
possible tax which the law allows, tbat 
Is, increase its present tax rate from 75 
cents to $1.00 and levy a special tax of 
30 cents to cover interest on bond issue 
and liquidation of banded debt, the ex- 
tra tax wonld amount to 55 odnts. This 
would permit the borongh to give free 
water to everybody, and my landlord 
•would pay a tax of $1.10, but as he would 
get his water free, it would represent an 
actual saving to him of $7.00 minus $4.10 
or $2.60; making a total saving of $5.30 
in tbe two years, and yet be would make 
me pay him $36.00 a year extra rent just 
to vent his spite. When I think of tbe 
inconsistency of my landloid's proposed 
action, my support of the borough pro- 
position is greatly strengthened, and I 
politely informed him that he could 
raise his rent if be wanted to, but I 
wonld vote in. favor of the borough own- 
ing its own water works, and had I not 
been in favor/ heretofore, iris action 
wonld have changed my mind.

Thin UlHtnnt World. 


Tnklii^ the earth's moan dl^tunee 


From the sun at 92,7'J(5,9."0 miles, the 
mean distance of Jujiller from tbe sun 
will be 482,803,970 miles. The eccen- 
tricity of its elliptical orbit being 
.(MSiio, Its distanco from the sun at 
perihelion is 459,507.700 miles and 
at aphelion 000,100,380 miles. Between 
Its greatest and least distances, there- 
fore, there IB a difference of 415,502,420 
miles, or about one half the earth's 
mean distance from tbo sun. 
The In- 


clination ot Jupiter's orbit to the plane 
of the ecliptic being only 1 degree 18 
minutes 41 seconds, or less than tbat 
of any of the other large planets with 
the exception of Uranus, the planet 
never departs much from tbe ecliptic, 
and bPtice It was called by the ancients 
the "ecliptic planet." 
Its period of 


revolution round the sun is 11 years 
814 8 days 


Tbe Inclination of Its axis of rotation 


being nearly at right angles to tbe 
plane of its orbit, tliero are practically 
no seasons in this distant world, and 
the only variation in tbe heat and light 
at any point on its surface would be 
that due to the comparatively smaJl 
variation in its distance from the sun 
referred to above. Its mean distance 
from the sun being 5.2028 times the 
earth's moan distance Irom tbe sun, it 
follows that tbe bent and light re- 
ceived by Jupiter are 27 times (5.2 
squared) less than tlie earth receives. 
Tbe amount of beat received from tbo 
sun by this planet is very small, and 
were It constituted like the earth Its 
surface should be perpetually covered 
by frost and snow. Fur from tills be- 
ing the case, tbe telescope shows Its 
atmosphere to be in a state of constant 
and wonderful change. 


These extraordinary changes cannot 


possibly be due to the solar heat, and 
they have suggested the idoa that the 
planet may perhaps be in n redbot 
state, a miniature sun—In fact, glow- 
Ing with inherent boat The great bril- 
liancy of its surface* the "albedo," as 
it is called, and Its email density—less- 
than that of tbe sun—arc facts In favor 
of tills hypothesis. As the attraction 
of Jupiter's enormous mass would ren- 
der the materials near Its center of 
much greater density than those near 
Its surface, the latter must be consider- 
ably lighter than'water aud may pos- 
sibly be in tbe gaseous state.

William Butler, 68 years old,-as he was 
plowing in a cornfield adjoining the Sao- 
•ed Heart Convent, at Eden Hall, near 
Porrosdale. 
The same bolt killed his 


se. Butler's Bevenleen-year-ord ion 


JosexJi, who was working near his father 
narrowly escaped being killed. 


Butler -was employed by tbe Sisters at 


the convent to till the adjoining land. 
Although warned by his son, he refused 
to stop work Saturday when tbe storm 
broke. Shortly after 3.30 o'clock there 
was R vivid flush and Batler threw up bin 
mods and 'ell lifeless. The horse be was 
leading fell dead beside bia master's 
30dy, killed by the same bolt. 


The boy, who escaped unhurt, ran to 


;he convent and notiHed tbe Mother 
superior. Several young women, students 
in the convent, had witnessed the totali- 
ty, and all were panic-stricken when 
Doctor Bacon, of Torresdale, responded 
to a telephone call. The physician found 
tnat the lightning bad struck Butler on 
the left side of the head. 
Its course was 


marked by • lifid mark, extending down 
the man's Bide. 


It wag not until tbe atorm abated that 


the occupants of the convent could be 
quieted, their terror having been increas- 
ed by several blinding lightning flashes 
that followed. 


Butler, who lived at State road and 


Linden avenue, Tacony, was arrested for 
murder three years ago, following tbe 
death of bis wife. His son, Joseph, ac 
cueed him of -having pushed ber down 
stairs. Busier was imprisoned bat when 
the ruse was brought to court tbe bo; re- 
fused to testify against his father. The 
police could advance no evidence against 
Butlei and lie was released.

In writing of old *ime baseball I am 


reminded of the dames the boy* need to 
have la the Maples on Pond strcat. The 
law against playing within the borough 
limits was vigoroos'y enforced in thoge 
days, and as a result officer Baxton's life 
was anything bat a mid- summer night's 
dream, 


One of our crowd had received a ball 


and bat aa a Christmas present from a 
Joeal Sunday school; and I doabt very 
much if any similar articles ever gave 
more pleasure to their owner and hi* 
chum*. 


Bnt this was long ago (it teemed but 


yesterday), find I suppose were the same 
lad to stand an examination on Sunday 
school nttendance at the present time ne, 
like tlie rest ot us, would be very fortun- 
ate in receiving a eoore card. 


Baseball, however, was not the only 


use to which the Maples was given. It 
being ttie camping grounds for nil uorts 
of open air demonstrations, from an old 
fashioned colored religion* revival to a 
band concert, or a temperance rally. 
Many a soul-stirring, shout provoking 
time the colored brethren had in the 
beautiful grore. Eloquent indeed, were 
the preachers when expounding the law 
of God. "Yes indee dee, Brother, yes in- 
deed dee!" was frequently heard. But 
when it came to Rtirrmg up the crowd 
while the collection basket was being 
passed, old "Hen" 
Blake surpassed them 


all. "White folks" said Mr. Blake warm- 
ing up to bis work on one occasion, 
"I want to tell you a little story. A young 
man attended a cump meeting in the 
Sooth one Sunday and as the deacon 
passed around bis coon skin cap to gath- 
er in the loose change, just as Brother 
Washington is a doin' today, the young 
master became mighty generous all at 
onst; and puttin' his band into bis pock- 
et, drew forth a handful of pennies, and 
hurls them with nuch force as to bust 
the bottom clear out of that coon-skin 
cap.

Blake with a broad grin, "the object in 
telltn this atory am, I wants one of -you 
young bloods to put a hole clar through 
ihe bottom of Brother Washington's 
basket." 


But some of ilia most amusing occur-

niscent to the Bristol boy ot twenty, or 
wenty-ttre years ago thau the Delaware, 
provided, of course that he was a real 
icy of the bare footed, Kentucky Jean 
pants, hicbr'y shirt, battered straw ha,t 
variety, true kind that get out of boyhood 
all there is in it—the kind of boys who 
develop into naton builders, yes, and na- 
ion rnlers. 
There is one instance which often comes 


to my mind: Quite a crowd of lads had 
stolen a boat one Sunday afternoon and 
went to Burlington Island for a load of 
water melons. Hardly had they reached 
ihe patch and secured tbe fruit before 
tbe farmer hove in sight armed with an 
old army musket. Each boy grabbed a 
melon and started for the boat at a great 
rate. 


One big, good natured fellow was lead- 


ing tbe taca by a dozen yard when his 
foot chanced to catch in a vine just as 
the farmer blazed away with a load of 
buck shot. "My Goo, I'm shot!" ex- 
cuimed tbe rogue, falling heavily to tbe 
ground, and smashing his melon into 
jelly. Hardly had he fallen, however, 
before a companion gave him a, vigorous 
kick in tbe amplest part of nis pants, 
rying "Rise up William Biley 1 you are 
worth a dozen dead men yet."

Ii«aoon Llghti For Mariner* Coeval 


With the Earlltwt Commerce. 


Beacon lights to guide the wave 


tossed mariner to a safe harbor must 
lime been almost coeval with the oarll- 
< Ht commerce There Is positive record 
Hint lighthouses were built In ancient 
times, though few evidences now re- 
main to us from old writers or In crnm- 
Med ruins This Is not strange, for light 
towers, never the most stable architec- 
tural form, were exposed to the storms 
of sea and war. 


The Greeks attributed the first llgbt- 


Inmsei to Hercules, and he was consld- 
<red the protector of voyagers It Is 
< lalmod by some that Homer refers to 
lighthouses in the nineteenth book of 
Hie "Liacl." 


Virgil mentions a light on a temple 


t» Apollo which, visible far out at sea, 
•named and guided mariners. The Co- 
lossus at Rhodes, erected about 300 
B C., Is uaid to have shown a signal 
light from itsmpllfted band 


The oldest towers known were built 


I IT the Libyans In lower Egypt They 
•nere temples also and the llghtkeeper 
I rlests taught pilotage, hydrograph> 
ii ud navigation The famous tower on 
the isle of Pharos at Alexandria, built 
II bout 285 B. C., is the first lighthouse 
of undoubted record This tower, con- 
structed by Sostratus, tho architect, 
v as square In plan, of great height and 
tuillt In offsets. An open brazier at the 
1< p of the tower contained the fuel for 
the light. At Dover and Boulogne, on 
cither side,of the English channel, were 
iuiclent lighthouses built by the Ro- 
nmns But the lighthouse at Cornna, 
£ pain, built in the reign of Trajan and 
iiM-onstructed in 1034, Is believed to be 
the oldest existing lighthouse. 


The ftummln* Bird Flower. 


Alletedo avaslsls, the wonderful so 


culled "humming bird flower" of the 
plains of eastern Turkey, stands unique 
find alone among tho many specimens 
of flornl mimicry that have been classi- 
fied by modern botanists. It is a beau- 
tiful blossom of variegated hues, the to- 
tal length of the entire flower being 
alioat oae end three-quarter Inches. As 
one might imagine from its name, It is 
an exact Image of a miniature bum- 
ming bird. The breast is green, the 
ttlngs deep rose color, the throat yel- 
low and the head and beak: almost pure 
black. The only particular in which it 
Is not a perfect bird Is that the stem 
gives It the appearance of having but a 
single leg and foot
